1. (currently amended) A fastener adapted to be 
attached to a sheet-shaped member, so that the sheet-shaped 
member can be attached to a mounting member via the 
fastener, the fastener comprising: 

a tubular shank adapted to be inserted into a mounting 
hole of the sheet-shaped member; 

a plurality of spaced individual holding piece arms, 
extending radially outward from e corresponding partial 
portions of the periphery of a first end of the shank, and 
substantially in a same plane as the first end of the shanks 
the holding piece arms being sep arated from each other by 
onen spaces in said plane that are sub stantially greater in 
width than width of said holdin g piece arms in said plane; 

a flange extending outward from a second end of the 
shank, and having an outer cross-dimension greater than an 
inner cross-dimension of the mounting hole of the sheet- 
shaped member; and 

at least one stud- engagement pawl extending into the 

interior of the shank, 

wherein the shank has a length less than that of a stem 
of a stud fixed to a mounting member with which the fastener 
is to be engaged, so that the stud stem protrudes from a 
first surface of the sheet-shaped member after the shank is 
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inserted into the mounting hole, with the holding piece arms 
leading, until the holding piece arms are adjacent to the 
first surface and the flange is adjacent to an opposite 
second surface of the sheet-shaped member, and the stud is 
passed through the shank and the pawl is engaged with the 
stud, and wherein protrusion of the stud stem allows an 
aiixiliary member to be mounted thereto, 

2, (withdrawn- currently amended) A The fastener 
according to Claim 1. adapted to bo attached to a ahcGt 
ohapcd member, oo that the ahcct ohapcd member can be 
attached to a mounting member via the fao toner, — the fao toner 
compriaing; 

a tubular ohanlc adapted to be inoertcd into a mounting 
hole of the Dhcet ohapcd member; 

at Icaot one holding piece, extending outward from a 
corrcoponding partial portion of the periphery of a firot 
end of the ohanlc; 

a flange extending outward from a occond end of the 
shanlc, and having an outer cross dimcnoion greater than an 
inner crooo dimenoion of the mounting hole of the ohect 
shaped member; — asnd 

at Icaot one otud engagement pav^yl c^ctending into the 
interior of the ohank, 

v^yhcrcin the ohanlc hao a length Igog than that of a otem 
of a stud fixed to a mounting member v^^ith which the faotcner

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inserted into the mounting hole, with the holding piccQ 
leading, until the holding piece ia juxtapoocd with the 
firot QurfQCC and the flange io juxtapooed with an oppooite 
oecond our face of the aheet ohaped member, and the otud io 
paaocd through the ohanlc and the pawl io engaged with the 
stud, and wherein protruoion of the otud otcm allowo an 
auxiliary member to be mounted thereto, — aa^ 

wherein there are a plurality of the stud- engagement 
pawls, each extending from a position near the second end of 
the shank to a position near the first end of the shank and 
inclined inwardly of the shank. 

3. (currently amended) A The fastener according to 
Claim 1. adapted to be attached to a aheet ohaped member, oo 
that the oheet ohaped member can be attached to a mounting 
member via the faotener, the fao tenor comprioing : 

a tubular ohanlc adapted to be inocrted into a mounting 

hole of the oheet ohaped member; 

at leapt one holding piece, extending outward from a 

correoponding partial portion of the periphery of a firot 
end of the ohank, and oubotantially in a oamc plane aa the 
firot end of the ohank; 

a flange extending outward from a oecond end of the 
ghanlc, and having an outer crooo dimenoion greater than an 
inner crooo dimcnoion of the mounting hole of the oheet 
ohaped member; — aad 

at leaot one otud engagement pawl e^ct ending into the 
interior of the ohank, 
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v^yhercin the shank hao a length Icqd than that of a atcm 
of g otud fixed to a mounting mcmbGr v^yith which the faatcnQr 
io to be engaged, oo that the atud otcm protrudes from a 
first ourfaee of the ohect shaped member after the ohank io 
inserted into the mounting hole, v^ith the holding piece 
leading, until the holding piece is adjacent to the first 
surface and the flange is adjacent to an opposite second 
surface of the sheet shaped member, and the stud is passed 
through the ohanlc and the pawl is engaged with the stud, and 
v^yherein protrusion of the stud stem allows an auxiliary 
member to be mounted thereto, — afid 

wherein there are a plurality of the stud- engagement 
pawls, each extending radially inward from a position near 
substantially at the first end of the shank. 

4. (currently amended) A The fastener according to 
Claim 1, adapted to be attached to a sheet shaped member, — 
that the sheet shaped member can be attached to a mounting 
member via the fastener, the fastener comprising : 

a tubular shanlc adapted to be inserted into a mounting 
hole of the sheet shaped member; 

at least one holding piece, eactending outward from a 
corresponding partial portion of the periphery of a first 
end of the shanlc, and substantially in a same plane as the 
first end of the shank; 

a flange extending outv^^ard from a second end of the 
shanlc , — and having an outer cross dimension greater than an 
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inner ct o ja diTncnoion of the mounting hole of the ohcct 
g hapcd mcnibor; — aad 

at Icaat one otud cngagomcnt pawl G3c tending into the 

interior of the ohank, 

whcj - cln the ghanlc haa a length Icoo than that of a atcm 
of a otud fixed to a momiting member vjith which the faotener 
io to be engaged, go that the otud otem proLrudeo from a 
firot aurface of the oheet ohaped member after the ohank io 
inoerted into the mounting hole, v/ith the holding pieoe 
leading, until the holding piece io adjacent to the firot 
ourface and the flange io adjacent to an oppooite aecond 
surface of the ohcct ohaped member, and the otud io paooed 
through the Qhan]c and the pav/l i3 engaged with the otud, and 
vtfhcrein protruoion of the otud otem allov/o an auxiliary 
member to be mounted thereto, — asid 

wherein after an aiixiliary member is moionted to the stud 
stem, a wall of the auxiliary member is in contact with the 
holding piece arins_and the first end of the shank to allow 
the wall of the aiixiliary member to be located at a position 
apart from the mounting member by a given distance.

6. (previously presented) The fastener as defined in 
Claim 1, wherein the holding piece arms have flat surfaces 
aligned with the first end of the shank. 
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7. (currently amended) An assembly comprising a 
mounting member having a stud thereon, a sheet -shaped 
member, a fastener, and an auxiliary member, wherein: 

the sheet-shaped member has a mounting hole through 
which the stud extends and protrudes from one side of the 
sheet-shaped member, 

the fastener has a tubular shank surrounding the stud in 
the mounting hole, has a flange extending outward from a 
firat flange end of the shank adjacent to a second side of 
the sheet-shaped member adjacent to the moxinting member, has 
at least one pawl extending into the interior of the shank 
and engaging a groove or thread of the stud, and has a 
nnnon d an opposite end of the shank^ opposite to and remote 
from the firat flanae end^ with at Icaat one a plurality of 
individual holding piece arms projecting radially outward 
from the flOGond opposite end of the shank substantially in a 
same plane as the socon d opposite end of the shank, and 
adjacent to the first side of the sheet-shaped member, „the 
holding piece arms being separated from ea ch other bv open 
spaces in said plane that are substantiallv greater in width 
than width of said holding piece arms in s aid plane, and 

wherein the auxiliary member has a wall with a hole 
through which the stud projects, the wall being adjacent to 
the gQGon d opposite end of the shank. 

8. (withdrawn) The assembly of Claim 7, wherein there 
are a plurality of pawls extending from near the flange end 
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of the shank toward the opposite end of the shank and 
inclined inwardly. 

9. (currently amended) The assembly of Claim 7, 
wherein there are a plurality of pawls extending radially 
inward from positions adjacGnt to substantially at the 
aoGon d opposite end of the shank. 

10, (currently amended) The assembly of Claim 7, 
wherein the stud is threaded and the wall of the auxiliary 
member is held between the aGcon d opposite end of the shank 
and a nut on the stud. 

11- (cancelled) 

12, (currently amended) The assembly of Claim ii_7, 
wherein the holding piece arms have flat surfaces aligned 
with the sQGon d opposite end of the shank, and the wall of 
the auxiliary member is adjacent to the flat surfaces of the 
holding piece arms , 

13, (original) The assembly of Claim 7, wherein the 
second side of the sheet-shaped member and the flange are in 
contact with the mounting member. 

14, (new) The fastener according to Claim 1, wherein 
there are four evenly spaced holding piece arms. 
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15. (new) The assembly according to Claim 1, wherein 
there are four evenly spaced holding piece arms , 
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
